APPROPBIATION TO CABBY oUT PBOVISIONR 011' THB KILlTABY COD .. 

AN ACT to Meet the Requirements of An Act entitled the" Military 
Code or Iowa," which are not Otherwise Provided for, and to Pro­
vide for the Payments or Tranl!portation of ArmK, Ammnnition 
and llrdnanee ~torea used by the Iowa National Guard from the 
State Arsenal to the various kegimental and .Company' Headquar­
ters. 

Be it enacted by the Gene,.al .Assembly of the Btate 0' 
Iowa: 

SBCTIOl( 1. That the sum offive thousand donal'll, or so muoh 
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thereof &8 may be necessary, is hereby appropriated out of any l5.oooalf.ro­
funds in the state treasury, not otherwise appropriated, to meet r:i~~po~ 
the requirements of an act known as the Mihtary Code of Iowa, Lion, .tc. 
whioh are not otherwise provided for, and for payment of trans-
portation of arms, ammunition and ordnance stores from the state 
arsenal to the various regimental and company headquarters of 
the Iowa national guard, and for the purchase of a seal for the 
adjutant-general's office. 

~BC. 2. Said moneys shall be paid out only OD vouchers dilly Dra!hn on 
certified by the adjlltant-general, and approved by the governor, vou era. 
showing the neces@ity of such expenditurt'. 

Two thoDsand dollars, or so much thereof as may be necessary, 
may be drawn during the year 18'18. and the balance, or so much 
thereof as may be necessary, to be drawn durin~ the year 18'19. 

SBC. 3. This act, being deemed of immediate Importance, shall ~bllcat.ion.

That the estimates of tbe warden shall firet -be sllbmitted ~e approved 
to, and approved by the governor aDd council before advertise- cJu:!t~~utlve 
ment thereof; and Provided further, That all bills shall be sub-
mitted to the executive council, and that tbe awards of contracts 
for supplies shall be approved by such council. 

SEC. 2. The provisions of section 4'l'1a of th.e Code, and the Pro"iBlonB to 
amendments herein contained, are hereby made to govern all :f~~ ~:n~~I­
contracts for sllpplies for the additional penitentiary at Anamosa. t.entlary.
